The foreign-language documents were cited by the examiner in Applicants' 
corresponding Japanese application. According to an English translation of the 
Japanese Patent Office office action, document B2 discloses that a printed 
advertisement document is given to a customer coming to a shop. Further, the JPO 
office action states that documents B3-B5 disclose that an advertisement is sent to a 
portable terminal of a customer. Further, document B6 discloses that a ticket is 
printed in response to a print request from a portable terminal. Document B7 relates to 
printing information on the surface of a ticket. 

As noted, the characterizations of the Japanese Patent Office noted above are 
based on an English translation obtained by Applicants' representative.
